I am the President of the Isthmian Numismatic Society,and asking 
you for hetp; But first let me congratulate you on being chosen the new 
Chairmen for National Coin Week. 

Our Club won second place in our class(X) last year,and we are rath- 
er proud,as it is the first time that our small but active Club has — 
entered in any kind of compétition. But as you know, if one can win secon 
they can win First,and this is where you can help us. We would like to 
know how we can improve or better our chances to win this year. 

We would 1ike to know the dates of National Coin Week,and also what 
time we may enter. If it is possible to enter at this time,please send 
the forms and any other papers that are necessary to enter class (X). Also 
if you can provide us with any tips, they would be appreciated. 

Last year we got rather a late start and would like to know, just how 
long and at what time we can start saving our publicity,for points in the 
National Coin Week competition. 

One big question is, just what constitutes publicity? And what is 
accredited and what is not? By this I mean, are local pamphlets etc. 
accredited? Are hand bills,notices, ‘Inserts at bottom of other ads and 
pictures etc. accredited? Also must tne Theme of Coin Week and,or our 
Clubs name appear on the Pix and article for credit? I hope that you 
understand what I am getting at, as we have an unusual situation down 
here in the Canal Zone. Example-There are several Military Bases in this 
area and they all have daily or weekly bulletins or papers,which are 
sent to all Bases and some are sent to all Central and South American 
Bases. The Question is ,are these papers accredited,or rather would our 
Club be able to count notices etc.,that were placed in these papers? 

This is but one of many unique situations that prevail in this area. We 
are a group of Government Employees in the midst of a group of Military 
Bases,and our Club is composed of about half Military and half Civilians, 
So any help that you might extend to us along these lines will help.Also 
we have the benifit of Spanish papers in this area,and these we would lik 
to take full advantage of. 

WE do not want to take up to much of gour precious time,but if you 
will give us a helping hand,we will be indebted to your kindness for 
evermore.
